All the dancmg givN 
and the native attenddnts of the baziir 
were congrt gated iu the restaurant, and 
they were uttirod iu their most gorgeo\i.- 
costumeH. 

Two lam])8 . were brought into thi- 
room by a coui)le of black men anil 
slauglitered in the presenoe of the i-' 
tire company, while the worshipper 
sang a quaint song and shrank to t 
floor in j)rai8eB.

TRIBUTE TO GLADSTONE. 

CoIoimU Statue of tlio Omit Stati-siiiMi 
VnTelled at the WorM-N Fair. 

Chicago, June 2d.— Tribute to ti» 
greatest living statesman waa paid y<. ^ 
tarday afternoon by the nnveiling ii. 
the banqueting hall of Donegal custl 
in the Irish village on the Midw,;; 
Plaisance. world's fair grounds, of ; 
colossal statue of William Ewart frlau 
stone. The event was participated {■ 
by an autlience that crowded the li;, 
and packed itself on the lawn out>-.dc . 

The statue, which is nine feet ii 
height and stands on a 12-foot pedestal 
is a facsimle of the one unveilci 
front of Bow church. London, in ) 
by Lord Carliiigton. and is by the sh . 
sculptor. Bruce N. Joy of London, v/: ■ 
was present yesterday and also was in 
troduced to the audience. 

Mayor (,'arter Harrison i)rosided o\- 
the exercises yesterday afternoon, i. 
in the course of a vigorous ad i: 
compared Bismarck and (Jladstum 
the infinite advantatre of the la! ■ 
"The premier," he said, "was the 
crowned king of England. Vic: i ; 
was the figurante as (jueen, but ( . , 
stone was the king 'by the will of i 
peonle. He hud been cursed bv the L - 
glisn ami damned by the Irish, but he 
was wiser than his opponents and 
builded better than the Iriihimew 
ever imagined." 

At the cnnclusion of the mayor's iic- 
dress Mrs. Ernest Hart of Lou', ii 
pulled the cord and the silken cloth li . 
to the ground, disclosing the statue vt 
the English statesman. That was the 
signal for applause that continued f >: 
several moments. The well known Iris. 
. song, "Kathlene Mavourueen," was 
then sung by Mrs. Geneva Johnstoi. 
Bishopi the Irish soprano. 

The formal oration was delivered by 
Judge W. A. Morgan and at its conclu- 
sion there was more musio, a few r. 
marks by Governor Peck-of Wiscon^ iIl 
and Mrs. Hart brought the ezercibes i 
a close with an expression of thanks on 
behalf the women of England and Ire- 
land. The exercises closed shortly after 
6 o'cI(x;k and the four hours intervening 
before the closingthe gates a continuous 
line of men and women filed through 
the village to inspect the statue.

early studies of their husband's. Mrs. 
Grant has Ih'cii staying at Cranston's 
for the last three weeks. She had de- 
sired to meet Mrs. Davis, but the op- 
portunity did not present itself. 

Mrs. Davis, too, was anxious to make 
the ac(iuaintance of Mrs. Grant. Mrs. 
Davis, who has ])een staying at the 
Marlbiorongh hotid in New York, ar- 
rived on the Mary Powell al 5 o'clock. 
She took a carriage to the hotel, where 
a large crowd that hod heard of her ar- 
rival had gathered. Mrs. Grant was 
not on the veranda of the hotel when 
the carriage arrived, not having been 
notified that Mrs. Davis was so cwsa at 
hand.

Chicago Anarchists Erect a 
Monument to Their Brethren. 



THE UNVEILING PROCEEDINGS.

Ceremony Takes IMaoe In Waliliirtin

PMMded by a mtMt rantfe totkeCUy. 

I>e«crlptton of the Monument. 

CiiicAao, June 26. — The unveiling of 
the granite monument to the i^ niory 
of the five anarchists, August Si^ie,-. 
Albert Parsons, Adolph Fisher, Lor. if 
Lingg and Oeorge Engel, which took 
plaoe Snnday afternoon at Waldheim 
cemetery, was an impressive ceremony. 
More than 1.500 persons assembled at 
the burial ground to stamp once more 
with their approval the s<'ntiment and 
actions of tfce men whom the stat»' ot 
Illinois found guilty of treason and jaii 
to death. 

The crowd was orderly and the few 
policemen under whose protection the 
ceremony took place, found little to do 
beyond keeping the sympathizers with 
anarchy in nne if thev surged thror.gh 
the gates of the enclosure. It was a 
crowd of (ierinans. Poles and Bo- 
hemians. Scarcely an American was 
to be seen, and the exercises werti car- 
ried on maiidy in foreign tongiies. 

The character of the speeches could 
not called incendiary but rather that 
of mild jirotest against the existing or- 
der of goMTiuneut. The ringing ora- 
tory of the days when the red tla^ 
waved where it pleaat^l was gone, and 
all the enthusiasm the orators could 
I. ring from their aitditors was an occa- 
siotial outbmst of applause not very 
certain in its sound. 

A markeil feature of the oratory, 
however, and one which was most lil»- 
erally applauded, was a showing of 
strong animosity toward Judges (iary 
ami (irinnell and other officials of the 
law who had been prominent In the oel- 
ebratcd trial. 

The exercises at the grave were pre- 
cetU'd bv a short parade in the city. 
The entire ceremony was under the 
auspices of JIatthias Schme<linger. 
president of the Pioneer and Support 
association, which bus nnide the monu- 
ment a possibility and whi<di.ev<'r since 
the celebrateil execution in the C<K)k 
count y.iail, has suiiport<d the widows 
and ('liiidren of the five anarchists. 

At Waldheim Mr. S<;hmeilinger 
opened the exercises with a few vny 
temperate remarks. The monument 
was formally tendered to the associ:ir 
tion by Sculptor Weinert. Then came 
the English si)eech by William Holmes. 
He invited the Euroi)ean visitors now 
here to see the fair as well as the 
wealthy toadies to European aristocrat y 
of our own country to "gaze upon the 
stern figure of their nemesis and read in 
her defiant attitude the prophtcy of 
labor's deliverance.'' 

Dr. Ernst Schmidt, the veteran 
socialist of t,'hicago. delivered the (ier- 
man oration. The si)eaker refrained 
from any direct criticism of the pro- 
ceedings in the anarchist trial, but he 
gave a very striking paraphra.se in ad- 
verting to the celebrated trial of Jean 
Calas of Florence. 

The red hood which enveloped the 
monument was drawn aside by young 
Albert Parsum^ who was directed by 
bis mother, the widow of Albert Par- 
sons. 




ASAacaisT uoatvuut, oatOAaa 

The design is strikins. Upon a i&aes- 
ive surface supportea by a firm base 
rests a rectangular plinth. Directly in 
front of the plintn stands a heroic 
group in bronze. The sentiment em- 
bodied in this group waa found by the 
sculptor in Freiligraph's poem, "The 
Revolution." The central figure in the 
group represents a woman m an atti- 
tude expressive of defiance. Her right 
arm, with clinched band, is crossed 
over her breast, while the left hand is 
placing a laurel wnttli tiiebrow 
of her champion, who lies ilrlokan at 
her feet. Beneath the form Of thapros- 
trate man sprays of palms arestarewn. 
The woman 8 figure stands out in bold 
relief, full of expression, and is power- 
fully conceived and artistically exe- 
cuted. On the base of the monument 
the last words of August Spies are in- 
scribed: "The day will come when our 
silence will be more powerful than the 
voices you are throttling today.* 

A Oaw Canaee a Fatal WiMk. 

West Supebiob, Wis., June 86.- A 
disastroxu wreck occurred on the East- 
ern Minnesota railroad, near Partridge, 
about 00 miles from this city. The ac- 
cident was caused by running over a 
cow on a bridge. Engineer Robert 
Ingersoll of St Paul was killed in- 
stantly, as was alao Head Brakemon 
Michael McNanny of West Superior. 
Fireman Walter Rellly was badly 
scalded, and is not expected to live. 
Conductor J. Hall was tiigt badly in- 
lured.

LoxDON, June 26. — In consequence of 
the impossibility of getting details from 
Syria about the loss of the Victoria, 
the London newspapers and agencief: 
are driven to invent particulars. On 
Friday morning Admiral Markham tel- 
egraphed from Tripoli. Syria, the fa<ti» 
to the admiralty, which have been pub- 
lished, adding he should send the sur- 
vivors to Malta at ones and await in- 
structions. 

Since then he has telegraphed the 
names of all the saved persons on the 
Victoria, and no other news has been 
received from sny one near the scene oi 
the disaster. The public naturall} 
wants more, which there is no way of 
getting. No dispatches, except from 
Admiral Markham himself, can be sent 
from Tripoli. Admiral Markham 
knows the whole cimmstanoes of the 
disaster must soon be investigated, and 
serious punishment awarded any one 
found culpaldy negligent 

He will, therefore, oe careful not to 
Bend an account by wire himself, lest, 
in the transmission, something be 
omitted or altered to prejudice any of- 
ficers involved. He would also see that 
no ofHcer or man was allowed to tel. - 
graph anything about the accident, 
and, therefore, it is impossible th i 
anything farther than is contained m 
the (lispatchea can be learned from 
that point. 

As regards theories and opinions id 
the exact nature of the accident, the 
suggestions of various experts of mi >re 
or less prominence incline to the opin 
ion that the ships Vrere .probably per 
forming what is termed the "gildiro i 
evolution" when they came into c I 
lision. Atteution centers in the wat^ i 
tight compartments, and wonder is ex- 
pressed these did not keep her afloa . 
.\s out* naval oflf^cer put it, she was 
really capsized by her watertight com- 
partments. 

The fact of so large a proportion of 
midshipmen having been drowned, to- 
gether with Captain Norria, who was 
also naval instructor, points to the fact 
they were at school on the lower decj{ 
when the collision took place, other- 
wise the u:aiority of the lads woul ! 
have been on deck, and the probabili; v 
is that as they could nil awim 
ducks most of them would have been 
saved. 

The widows and mothers of the sail- 
ors who perished on the "Victoria will, 
it is expected, receive a full year's pa> . 
Offlcerr widows will receive an annual 
pension, and children of the higher 
grade oiBcers an allowance. Patriotic 
funds will probably supplement th" 
payment to the seamen's widows. I:n- 
portant changes in the constitution : 
the Victoria's crew were made in June. 
This increases the difficulty of compil- 
ing a com plete list of the vict ims. 

UNIQUE ELECTION DEVICE, 

Dat the Law Meedi ciianKlagto Hah* It 

Operative. 

Franklin, Ind.. June 20. — A unicjue 
invention, a ballot or voting machine, 
has been perfected by a resident of thi 
city, Douglass Dobbins, and a company 
is to be formed by Indianapolis anu 
Franklin'capitaiists to push the devic. 

The machine is so constructed as t' > 
follow out and strengthen the Austra 
lian system of voting. It makes an n ■ 
solutely secret ballot and iflistakes i:i> 
possible. The tickets are printed on on ' 
continuous roU, which is lookad in tin 
machine. 

Beneath a glass covered table th - 
ticket passes from this roll to anothei 
roll fitted into a ballotbox. The glas: 
cover is divided into four sections, and 
betwe^ each section is a row of ke.> ^ 
similar to the typewriter. The npp^ . 
key is larger and is called the straight 
ticket key, and when this is struck it 
locks the other keys, thus preventing 
mistekes, and the same' thing happens 
when another key is struck. 

The machine is made in the form of a 
booth, and when a votei^ stepe into it 
the giving of the fk)or furnishes the 
motor power to place a new ticket un- 
der the key-board. The floor resumes 
its former position only when the voter 
has retired and dosed the door. 

If desired, the machine ia provided 
with electricial devices for aut<nnatical- 
ly counting votee. 

Persons who have seen the Meyers 
voting machine in New York, pro- 
nounce ttiis one more simple, accurate 
and eneditious, and say it can be made 
and sold for one-eighth the price.

Ranooom, June M.— For several days 
last week the Mohammedans pre- 
pared to celebrate a religious festival 
yesterday. Yesterday morning tln-y 
were forbidden by Mr. Fleming, the 
British magistrate, to scrifice a cow 
near the Hindoo temple. Mr. Fleming 
had previously threatened to issue this 
order, and the ' Mohammedans were 
greatly excited before the hour of the 
sacrifice. 

When the police appeared near the 
temple with tlie announcement tlie Mo- 
hammedans began striking them. Tlie 
harued witliiiiit tiring, but the 
held tlii'ir ground stub- 
l)ornly, and fought b.ick \'.ith stick.-* 
and stones. Mr. Fleming, who had 
gone to the sjutt as soon as the trouble 
became imminent, and several police- 
men were wounded. The police with- 
drew, got reiid'ovceinents and changed 
again, but without effect. Mr. Flem- 
ing then ordered them to fire. Tlie 
volley was delivered at close (luiirters. 
Twenty .Mohammedans fell clead and 
many more were wi.>U!iilcil \ eri 1\ . 

As the Mohainiuedaus stUl refuM-d to 
disperse the military were called ou". 
Four compaine.-; ch;irged ou tlie crowd 
double (juick with ti.xed bayonets. The 
Mohammedans di.-persed slowlv. and 
still fi:,'litiii,L'. although many ha I been 
wouniied in the charge of troops. They 
gathered again, howi-ver. in a street a 
short distance from the temple. They 
were hardlv disper.-'eil before they ra- 
assembled in another street. 

A desultory Mght between them and 
the troops has lieen in jir'igres.s ever 
since. All the military av^ i ncupied ia 
cl. ailing the streets. .M.iiiy Moh-nniine- 
dans and Hindoos have lieeli killed; 
scores have been wor.iided. NeVertlie- 
less they show no signs of \ ieMiM,L:. but 
as fast they are ilriven ironi one dis- 
trict i,Mther again in another. The 
regulars are ret<arded as unequal to tiie 
work of siibduinu theiu and vohn.tevrs 
have been called uppon to do duty iu 
the streets.

Beblin, June 25.— The results of the 
101 second bsJlots taken Friday and Sat> 
nrdayare known. The Social Demo- 
crats won 24 constituencies, the Na- 
tional Liberals IM, the Conservatives 18, 
the Richterists 15, the Democrats 7. the 
Clericals 7, the Radical Unionists 6. the 
Free Conservatives 4, the simon pure 
Anti-Semites 4, the Poles 8. 

The 81U constituencies of which 
the elections have been held are 
divided thus among the larger par- 
liamentary groups: Clericals, 75; 
Social Democrats, 5;}. Conservatives 
ond Agrarians, 57; National Liberals, 
35: Radical Unionists. 11; Poles, 15; 
Free Conservatives, 14; Independent 
Clericals, 11;' Alsatians, 7: Democrats, 
11: anti-Semites, 7; Richterists, 15. 

Of the 316 deputies whose elections 
have been reported, 166 will enter the 
reichstag opposed to the army bill, and 
I'^o favoring it. Eighty-one constitu- 
encies are still to be heard from. 

The Social Democrats ars jubilant, 
and lx)ast that thev will come to Berlin 
on July 4 with fully 55 deputies. They 
held enthusiastic meetings in every 
election district of this city. 

The second ballot to be taken in Ba- 
varia is expected to strengthen the 
Clericals greatly and increase some- 
what the Social Democrats' and South 
German Democrats' representation in 
the rsiobstag. 

Anarchlittit In the Arm.v. 
Rome, June 20. — Many anarchist pa- 
pers, leaflets and books have been 
seized in the barracks in Milan, NH}des, 
Florence and Turin within the last five 
days. The military authorities think 
that the matter has been smuggled into 
the barracks for months with tjie con- 
nivance of non-commissioned officers. 
Many non-commiuioned o&cers have 
been arreeted on suspicion of having 
facilitated the circulation of anarchist 
literature, and several commissioned 
officers have i>een reduced in rank (o 

punish them for negligence.
